* Budget cutbacks at private schools and colleges with declining enrollments 
* Push for increase in number of CPB/NPR stations at expense of college radio - 
* Expected FCC decisions on licensee eligibility, restrictions on fund-raising, 
and a proposed Table -of Assignments for the noncommercial FM band 
* Continuation of "freeze" on new 10-watt FM stations 
* Increase in cable penetration - development of new technology
